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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Japan on March 17, 1999, May 25, 1999 and May 27, 1999. It is 
noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the 1 1-71677, 1 1-71678, 
1 1-144332 and 1 1-147812 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear within the claim language of 

independent claims 1 ,6,7 and 12 as to what applicant means by a pumping light 

reflection portion and its structural relation with the pumping light recited in the 

preamble. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims X,1 0-1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hughes (PN 5.0550.173). 

In figure 2 Hughes illustrates a laser system having a fiber bundle with a doped 
core of Nd, which receives an excitation light from laser diode array (12) and a mirror 
(13) for reflecting a portion of the laser beam back to fibers and outputting a portion of 
the beam. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hughes 
(PN 5.0550.173) in view of Kafka (PN 3,639,672). 

In figure 2 Hughes illustrates a laser system having a fiber bundle with a doped 
core of Nd, which receives an excitation light from laser diode array (12) and a mirror

Hughes does not disclose using a cooling medium within the bundle of fibers to 
cool the fibers. 

In the abstract and in column 4 lines 35-40 Kafka teaches using a cooling 
medium within the bundle of electrical conductors made of glass fiber to maintain a low 
temperature. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to use a cooling medium within the fiber bundle of 
Hughes because it would a maintain the fibers at a low temperature.
